For the past nine years, the E­
rate program has immensely benefited the students of the Lawndale School District by provic1ing internet
access and internal connections in their classrooms serving as a vital educational tool.

For almost a year now, the Lawndale School District's staff has been actively engaged in the E-rate
application process. On March 17, 20Il, their staff has submitted a total of six applications (list of
application numbers are below) to the Schools and Ubraries Division of the Universal Service Administrative
Company. They have completed both the FCC 450 and 451 forms as required and yet to have been
contacted about the status of their application. The Schools and Ubraries Division has informed the
Lawndale School District that their application is complete but have failed to provide them with an
update on where they are in the application process and a timeline for when they can expect an official
response regarding approval. As you may know, students have begun to come back from their holiday
vacations and are unable to use computers in the classrooms because the available bandwidth is
insufficient for them to even connect to the internet.

As the Congresswoman for California's 35th Congressional District, and a member of the California
delegation, it is my duty to provide the best opportunities and resources for my constituents.
Accorc1ingly, I will continue to work to ensure that the students in my c1istrict receive the necessary
resources to support their educational growth. I am requesting that you provide me with any information
you may have regarc1ing the status of the Lawndale School District's E-Rate applications and a timeline
for which they can expect an official response regarding approval. In the words of Lawndale's Deputy
Superintendent of Business ServicesJohn Vinke, "each day of delay is a lost educational opportunity that
could help our students succeed and be best prepared to lead the future."
